Herbert 
Hoover was not a radical: not a 
do-gooder, not a one-worlder, not 
one wishing even the Hottentot 
kids to have milk. 

He said it was 
right and proper for the people 
of this country to have more of 
“comfert and convenience.” 

He spoke in a time of boom; 
the period of “wonderful non- 
sense.” It didn’t sound wrong 
then. 

There was a King of England 
who saw the beauty and engi- 
neering marvels of the Queen 
Mary when that noble vessel, then 
the largest ever launched, won- 
dered out loud why the many 
skills and geniuses which went 
into the making of that huge, 
useful luxury ship could not do 
something about the miners who 
had then been workless and on a 
dole for 14 years.

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Benevolent or Not, It’s Despotism 


Milk in Georgia seems to ebb and flow 
like the tide. One day by reports from 
what should be informed sources we have 


an ample supply. The next day there is 
a shortage. 

By the latest report from State Milk 
Control Director Charlie Duncan, the At- 
lanta and Columbus areas are being ade- 
quately supplied by shipments from In- 
diana, Tennessee and. North Carolina, but 
South Georgia is still 15 to 20 per cent 
short of the amount of the milk needed. 


In considering these varying degrees of 
stringency, we cannot forget that this 
situation always exists in Georgia—there 
is one man who by arbitrary ruling can 
create a milk shortage overnight. Extreme 
power, held by one person, often leads to 
extreme decisions. : 

Whereas United States Department of 
Health standards on milk are good enough 
for thousands of communities in this land, 
they are not good enough for Georgia’s 
commissioner of agriculture, Tom Linder. 

Not long ago, Mr. Linder created an 
acute shortage in Rabun County by shut- 
ting off the flow from a Franklin, N. C., 
dairy which had been supplying the sec- 
tion around Clayton for years. The Frank- 


lin milk met federal requirements, but not 
Mr. Linder’s. 

To meet the Linder standards, distribu- 
tors often must pass up suppliers close to 
home, even though the milk from those 
producers can pass federal muster. Instead 
they must import milk from several hun- 
dred miles away. And they can do that 
only when one of Mr. Linder’s inspectors, 
who is very likely to know more about 
political bull than he does about a dairy 
cow, is sent to that distant source. The 
distributor, by the way, pays that inspec- 
tor, but the consumer gets the bill in the 
long run. 

We believe in protecting the Georgia 
dairy industry, but not to the extent that 
Georgians are forced to go without milk 
when the supply falls short. If we sus- 
pected that public health was in jeopardy, 
we would be among the first to insist on 
protective measures.

Free World Prays ‘God Save the King’ 


Millions of free people the world over 
join with the gallant British in fervent 
prayers that King George VI will be spared 


for many more years of usefulness to his 

ople and the world. Throughout their 
ong history, the British have had no mon- 
arch whose qualities better exemplified 
the national character at its best. 

The British throne in the minds of Brit- 
ons is the symbol which holds them to- 
gether. It is the unity of purpose, the 
determination to achieve, the willingness 
to bear suffering. It is the symbol of 
qualities which makes a Briton refer to 
“His Majesty’s Navy,” when he really 
means “my navy.” Respect for the king 
means respect for the combined achieve- 
ments and qualities of all and for tradi- 
tions which have served well. 

George VI, who was called to the 
throne in a time of grave crisis, even of 
threats to the constitutional monarchy it- 
self, has been more than a mere figure- 
head. He has been a working king. He 
and his family have shared the austerity 
and the dangers of their subjects. 

Throughout the dreary days of constant 
attack and death in London during World 


War II, the king and his queen remained 
at the palace, constantly exposed to danger 
and constantly encouraging and comfort- 
ing the hard-pressed people. On at least 
one occasion the couple narrowly escaped 
death. 

In his book, “Their Finest Hour,” Win- 
ston Churchill points to the great assist- 
ance rendered by the royal family to the 
war effort and to the valuable advice and 
guidance from the king. “During the four 
and a half vears that this continued,” 
Churchill writes, “I became aware of the 
extraordinary diligence with which the 
king read all the telegrams and public doc- 
uments submitted to him. ... At our week- 
ly meetings he frequently showed that he 


. had mastered papers which I had not yet 
‘dealt with.” 


Bearing out this observation, it was 
interesting to note that during the day pre- 
ceding his operation, the king continued 
to handle paper work involved in his re- 
sponsibility. 

The world can ill afford to lose King 
George—a statesman who represents the 
best in Western civilization. We pay him 
tribute and join in prayers for his speedy 
recovery. 


For the Welfare of the Nation 


Henry Wallace has rendered a valu- 
able service in coming forth to throw light 
on our Asiatic policy during the Roosevelt 
administration.. In a letter to President 
Truman, the former vice-president denies 
allegations by Republican snipers in Con- 
gress that Owen Lattimore and John Car- 
ter Vincent were tools of the Communists 
relied upon by party leaders to guide Wal- 
lace along the Communist line. 

He pointed out that Lattimore had no 
= whatever in the preparation of the 

allace China report of 1944 and he said, 
too, that Vincent joined with him (Wal- 
lace) in recommending the anti-Commu- 
nist Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer as a re- 
placement for Gen. Joe Stilwell. 

Mr. Wallace sent with the letter other 
documents bearing on the current investi- 
gation of Far Eastern policy. In so doing, 
he told the President to use the evidence in 
a way that would “best minister to the 
welfare of the country.” 

The former vice-president is to be com- 


mended for his action in releasing through 
President Truman this added information 
about the China affair. The documents 
speak for themselves and had the recom- 
mendation been followed, the story might 
have been far different in China. 

Wallace himself continues to be a great 
enigma. He is one of the tragic figures 
of recent American history. 

Bitter toward those whose decision in 
Chicago in 1944 robbed him of the Presi- 
dency, he led the formation of a third 
party which became the tool of the Com- 
munists. But as he became aware of what 
was happening, he refused to go along with 
this in attacks upon the government 
which he had served. 

This latest gesture in writing to Presi- 
dent Truman with the welfare of the na- 
tion at heart is another indication that as 
misguided and misled as Henry Wallace 
may have been, he is too honest and sin- 
cere to let the past stand between him and 
patriotism.

McCarthy Throws 
Fat in the Fire 


WASHINGTON-—Sen. Joseph McCarthy, who 

: | constantly looks through Red-tinted glasses, may 

have over extended himself in his latest charge 

that “several United States representatives and senators have 
known Communists on their staffs.” 

It is a charge the Red-baiting Wisconsin senator made in a 
speech before a veterans group at Savannah recently. When ques- 
tioned by reporters he appeared to go a step even further by de- 
clining to say whether or not he believed there are Reds in Con- 
gress, itself. 

Heretofore, McCarthy has confined his charges about Com- 
munist infiltration largely to the State Department. This is the 
first time he has extended his smear campaign to cover his as- 
sociates in Congress. , 

It is one thing, of course, for him to make a lot of loose charges 
about Communists in governmental departments, but quite another 
when he brings Congress under attack.* So long as the charges 
stand every member of Congress will be under a cloud of suspicion 
of harboring a Communist in his office. : 

This is something that Congress as a whole can hardly afford to 
ignore. The voluble Wisconsin senator at last seems to have worked 
himself into a position where he will have to put up or shut up—a 
demand that has been made on him for some time. 


Call for Action ¢ is inconceivable that the House and 
Senate can allow the charges to pass with- 
out some action. If there are any Communists tucked away on 
Congressional payrolls, the public has a right to know about it and 
who the offending members are. 

Already a demand has come from Senator William Benton, 
Democrat of Connecticut, that McCarthy be required to give a 
United States district attorney “any evidence he has to support his 
charge that several members of Congress have known Communists 
on their staffs.” He has reminded that “it constitutes a felony to 
pay a Federal salary to any Government employee who is known 
to be a Communist.” 3 

The demands may be expected to go much further than this. 
McCarthy may be required to go before a Congressional commit- 
tee and present his evidence, if he has any. It is to be noted that 
he did not qualify his statement at Savannah, but made the direct 
charge that several members of both houses have known Com- 
munists on their staffs. ore Yr. 


: He should and undoubtedly will be required 
Up to Him to prove his allegations. If he fails.to come 
forward with supporting evidence, as he has in the frequen charges 
he has made against the State Department, he will fad hives 
in an extremely reprehensible position. r | 

Senator Benton has accused McCarthy of “character assassina- 
tion” and has introduced a resolution questioning his fitness to 
sit as a member of the Senate. He has described the Savannah 
charges as “reckless accusations advanced without proof,” adding: 

“They convince me that he is suffering from a malady which 
feeds on itself—fright. He is frightened that the end is in sight 
for him and it is because of my resolution.” 

One thing would seem to be certain. McCarthy will now have 
to prove his latest charges or find the movement intensified to 
oust him from the Senate. It looks as though he has finally thrown 
a real piece of fat in the fire.

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Watch Governors 


At Gatlinburg 


It will be interesting to watch Governor Tal- 
madge at the National Governors’ Conference 


ee NPQ next week in Gatlinburg, Tenn. It will be inter- 


esting to see who talks national politics with him. Because the 
preliminaries to next summer’s “big show” will be played in the 
hotel rooms at Gatlinburg when the governors of the 48 states talk 
about potential presidential candidates. 

A National Governors’ Conference is a place where potential 
presidential candidates, or their supporters, do a lot of maneuver- 
ing. We attended such a conference with Acting Governor Thomp- 
son in Salt Lake City, Utah, in 1947, and found the New York 
governor and the California governor very much in evidence. 
Later, the Republicans nominated Dewey for President and War- 
ren for Vice-President. 

We believe Governor Talmadge’s opinion will be sought by sup- 
porters of potential candidates. Roy Harris says that “as Georgia 
goes, so will go Dixie” . . . contending that President Truman is 
trying to take Georgia, and urging that Georgia go anti-Truman.... 
Truman has not announced his intentions yet. The Pathfinder, 
national magazine, features an article about the Southern revolt, 
and features Senator Byrd of Virginia and Governor Byrnes of 
South Carolina. It overlooked Senator Russell, the South’s can- 
didate for the Democratic nomination in 1948, and Governor Tal- 
madge, who sponsored Byrd’s appearance here in the kick-off din- 
ner for the 1952 anti-Truman drive. 


We don’t follow Harris on the slogan of 
Power Balance “as Georgia goes, so will go Dixie,” be- 
cause we doubt that Georgia has that much influence either for 
or against the President. On the other hand, we think the Path- 
finder erred in not including Georgia leaders in the Southern 
movement. Certainly Talmadge will fight aggressively against 
the renomination of Truman, as will Russell. We haven’t seen 
Senator Byrd nor Russell lending any encouragement to Senator 
Mundt’s proposal for a Democratic-Republican coalition, however, 
even though both Byrd and Russell have’ been proposed for Presi- 
dent or Vice-President on such a ticket. Nor have we seen any 
irflication that Byrnes, Byrd, Talmadge and Russel] are interested 
in leading a third party movement. They are primarily interested 
in wielding a balance of power in the Democratic Party. 
Two Southerners, former Governor Arnall and Tennessee’s 
Senator Kefauver, may play important roles for the South on the 
other side of the picture.

inclinations are not known, will be advanced at the Governors’

Aside from the corridor discussions of national politics, the 
national governors will be concerned at their business sessions 
with means of improving state government.

Incidentally, 
a Southerner, who is well known in Georgia, may head the National 
Governors next year. Tennessee’s Gov. Gordon Browning, chair-

I was made suspicious when several mem- 
bers of the committee gave me oblique answers 
to straight questions. My suspicions were con- 
firmed when Mrs. Nancy F. Wechsler, the coun- 
sel for the committee, admitted that she, like 
her husband, James A. Wechsler, editor of The 
New York Post, formerly was a member of the 
Communist Party. 

When the committee’s report came out in 
1947 it was given a gala window display in 
the official Communist book store in New York. 


It should be kept in mind that this report 
is the basis of the political revolt of Sen. 
Harry F. Byrd and the other distinguished 
Southern Democrats who realized that the 
document was another “Uncle Tom’s Cabin” 
in ideological jargon, now being used to in- 
flame hatred against the white population 
of the Southern States and exploit the Negro 
as a stalking-horse in another racial conflict, 
which might come to bloodshed. 


Robert K. Carr, a professor of “government” 
at Dartmouth College, was “executive secretary” 
of the professional staff of the committee on 
civil rights. The job of “executive secretary” is 
the key position. The Communists always try to 
land it for one of their own. Professor Carr 
flatly denies that he is or ever was a member of 
the party. I have no evidence that he ever was. 

John S. Dickey, president of Dartmouth, was 
a member of the committee. I cannot state who 
selected Carr for the key job but I do know 
now that Carr picked Mrs. Wechsler as counsel. 


The holder of this job is, of course, as influ- 


ential as the executive secretary. 


Wilson spilled the beans with a frank ad- 
mission that Truman didn’t pick the members 
at all but left this to David K. Niles, of Boston, 
the White House mystery man, a member of 
the quiet, unseen Felix Frankfurter machine.

He did not hire her at once but “made 
every effort to get in touch with people who 
knew of her work in previous government jobs.” 
This, he said, assured him of “her competence in 
the field and her general intelligence.” Her gov- 
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But, he stipulated, so had Whittaker Cham- 
bers, Louis Budenz and Elizabeth Bentley. These 
apostates have fought hard and sacrificed much 
to expose the Communists after their withdrawal. 
I am not informed that either of the Wechslers 
has made a similar effort. 

Budenz said he had known Nancy Wechsler 
as a member of the party. 

I next telephoned Mrs. Wechsler and related 
to her Carr’s statement that she had been a 
Communist. She said that if I had quoted him 
correctly to her “his statement is quite accurate.” 

“I never made any bones about this business,” 
she said. “I was in the movement and I got out 
around 1937.”

De Gasperi May Sway U. S. Vote

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24—Every major act in the relations between the United 
States and Italy has political repercussions in both countries, and the visit of the 
Italian Prime Minister to Washington is certainly no exception. Both De Gasperi 
and the Truman Administration face elections next year, De Gasperi in December, 
or sooner, and Mr. Truman in November, if he chooses to run. What happens in 
, the current visit. therefore, is likely to have its effect, not only on how the Italians 
vote in 1952, but on how the Italian-Americans vote in such key states as New York, Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut. Ohio and Illinois. Premier De Gasperi faces a difficult political situation at home. There 
are 2.000.000 unemployed Italians. The population of that country is increasing each year by 400,- 
000 to 500,000. Some 200,000 Italians are reaching working-age each year, and while the De Gasperi 
coalition did fairly well in the recent municipal elections, the opposition Communist-Nenni Socialist 


vote against the government was surprisingly high. 


The United ‘States has made various contri- 
butions to the solution of this problem ever since 
Italy switched sides in the last great war. Since 
that time, U. S. grants to Italy have amounted to 
$2,217,188,553, and U. S. direct or guaranteed 
loans to Italy in this same period have totaled 
$413,459,075. Of this grand total of $2,630,647 ,628, 
$310,166,264 was allocated to Italy during the war 
and $2.320,481,364 since the end of the war. 


Of these totals, Italy has repaid $115,780,176, 
but at the same time the De Gasperi government 
has received considerable military aid under the 
VU. S.-European arms program, the, figures of 
which cannot be published for security reasons.

In spite of this assistance, the anticipated Ital- 
jan dollar deficit will run anywhere from $200,- 
000,000 to $330,000,000 for the fiscal year ending 
July, 1952, and as the New York Times corre- 
spondent in Rome reported Monday morning, 
De Gasperi is expected by neutral observers to be 
“in an extremely difficult position if he should 
"return from Washington empty-handed.” 


The United States was confronted with a 
similar dilemma before the last Italian general 
election. It was not entirely satisfied with the 
Italian government’s own efforts to deal with its 
basic problems of land, industrial, tax and fiscal 
reform, but at the same time it was confronted 
with the prospect that the anti-Communist De 
Gasperi government might fall if it did not get 
assistance from the United States. 

Consequently, by various means which the 
Truman Administration does not want to repeat 
this time, assistance was sent and the election 
was won, but despite what is generally regarded 


as the remarkable success of the European recov- . 


ery program, Italy’s basic problems of too many 
people, too few natural resources, and ¢oo much 
unemployment still dominate the political scene. 

Washington will not listen to De Gasperi with 
“jll-concealed boredom” and it will not give him 
a “quick and decisive brush-off,” as Pietro Nenni, 
De Gasperi’s left-wing Socialist opponent, pre- 
dicted this weekend. 

The success of his mission is too important 
to American foreign policy and to the forth- 
coming United States elertion for that. New 
efforts, therefore, will be made to place 
American military contracts in Italian indus- 
tries in the hope of putting some of the idle 
Italian factories and workers back in pro- 
duction. ' 
‘Similarly, various United States Economic 

Co-operation Administration projects for Italy, 
which have been moving slowly through the ad- 
ministrative machinery here, are likely to be 
pushed along a little faster. Also, United States 
support of revision of the Italian peace treaty 
will be stressed. And it is even possible that the 


United States, which promised to try to get 


Trieste returned to Italy during the last Italian 
election, may be able to induce Tito to make a 
down payment on the promise this time. 

The basic problems of Italy’s rising popula 
tion, rising labor force and rising unemployment, 
however, cannot be solved here, and nobody 
knows that better than De Gasperi.

Psychologist Urges 
Chain Letters for 
Close Family Ties 


Families who fear once the 
children grow up and leave 
home they will become stran- 
gers to each other should use 
the chain-letter system for 
keeping in touch, advises John 
A. Blake, psychologist at the 
College of William and Mary. 

Life for most people today is 
too hectic for each person to sit 
down at regular intervals and 
write to every other member of 
the family, says Blake. But a 
family chain-letter keeps every- 
one informed of what’s going on 
with very little expenditure of 


time and effort. 

Here’s how the “round rob- 
in” type of letter functions: 
Mother starts: a letter on its 
way to the oldest child, A. Then, 
after digesting its contents, A 
adds his message and. sends the 
letter onto B. B does the same, 
sending it on to C, and so on, un- 
til the letter has been forwarded 
to each child. The last child re- 
turns letter, plus all the mes- 
sages, back to Mother. Mother 
then removes her original let- 
ter, writes a new one and starts 
the letter around the circuit a 
ssecond time. Each member re- 
peats the procedure, removing 
his old letter and writing an- 
other. Of course, if one mem- 
ber has some special message 
for another, he merely writes 
directly. 

This simple method keeps 
members of the family mental- 
ly and emotionally associated 
through the years, though they

Spot for Television Set-- 
Here is Something New 


By MARGARET WEIL 


NEW YORK—(INS)—Television fans looking for the right 
spot to place their set might take a unique tip from building 


designer Richard Pritchard. 


He suggests having the set installed in the wall so that only 
the tube face is exposed. Frame the face with a regular picture 
frame. A landscape or other scene can cover the face when the 
set is not in use. Then it can be removed when the TV switch 


is turned on. 


The designer says the best spot for such an installation is 
a wall backed by a closet where the TV chassis can be 
mounted. However, if sueh a wall is not available, the unit 
can be mounted on any inside wall and the chassis enclosed 
on the opposite side of the wall into an attractive wall case 
of some type—a whatnot shelf, a plate rack, etc. 

Advantage is hiding the chassis plus the availability of the 
complete wall area that might otherwise be taken up by a 
console. Home owners have that much-needed room for placing 


furnishings without interfering with the TV set itself. 


‘Training Tips f = Dog Ownews 


Dogs are often blamed and 
punished for bad behavior that 
is actually the owner’s fault, 
for an undisciplined dog reflects 
the owner’s laziness or igno- 
rance. 

Training a dog takes time and 
patience, but the results are 
well worth the effort, according 
to the famous veterinarian Leon 
Whitney. He points out that 


while dogs are not born with an 
understanding of words, they 
can be taught to respond to 
from 200 to 400 words. 

To the dog, words are merely 
sounds. When he recognizes the 
sound’s meaning and responds, 
he should be given a tiny re- 
ward. Dogs also car be taught 
to respond to gestures. You can 
teach a dog to look when you 
snap your fingers and then go 
where you point. 

All training is a. matter of 
habit formation. Firmness, 
Whitney says, is the greatest 
mercy. There are times, he 


adds, when physical punishment 
is necessary. However, a scold- 
ing usually is enough for ordi- 
nary misdemeanors. For posi- 
tive commands, he advises, use 
the best ally you have: hunger. 
Some professional trainers un- 
derfeed a dog for two days and 


give tiny rewards of food. 

In establishing training hab- 
its, says this expert, “reward 
the dog for good behavior and 
punish him for bad. But don’t 
punish the dog for failing to 
heed commands until he has
